JUDGE HALL DECIDES THAT W. 


B. MORRIS MUST PAY 


UP. 


When E. Norwood Jones took a con- 


tract nearly fouir years ago to con- 
struct eleven buildings for the United 
States government', W. B. Morris was 
one of those who went security on his 
bond. And now Morris must stand a 
loss of $11,190.80. 
With Morris on 
Jones' bond was Joseph C. Saxton, 
yesterday J.udge Hall 
decided that 
Morris was not entitled to foreclose a 
mortgage held on Saxton's property 
in order to recover the money that he, 
Morris, wa8 compelled tonpay. 
The story, is this: In June, 1901, 
Jones 
obtained from 
Colonel J. M. 
Marshall .assistant 
quartermaster- 
general of-the United States Army, a 
contract under which he was to erect 
barracks and quarters for officers at 
Fort Baker, the cost to be $10j).660. The 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
Company went on Jones' bond for $35,- 
000, but obtained security for the bond 
from W- B. Morris and Joseph C. Sax- 
ton, real estate being pledged. 
Jones' failed to zpay several of the. 
material men, whose claime aggregated 
$11.190.80. ' Morris paid these claims, 
and then obtained from the guaranty 
company its claim against himself and 
Saxton for the liability. On this claim 
Morris sued Saxton and the various 
material men involved ito foreclose on 
Saxton's property in Claremont. This 
property is valued at $2500. subject, 
however to a mortgage of $400 that is 
held by J. A. West. 
In granting the defendant's motion 
for a nonsuit Judge Hall held that by 
paying the claims of the material men 
Morris had excluded his right to re- 
cover on an assigned claim from the 
guaranty company because the latter 
could not maintain an action to recov- 
er, money not paid by that corporation.' 
It might be, i udge Hall said, that Mor- 
ris could recover in an individual ac- 
tion against Saxton for his share o£ 
Jones' liability.

NEAR ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Plaintiff in $27,800 Damage Suit 


Alleges That Company 


Was Careless. 


Was it proper construction for the tele- 


phone company to string its wires alons 
the same poles within a few feet of heav- 
ily charged electric wires was the sub- 
stance of a lengthv examination of J. H. 
Otey. the superintendent of construction 
for the telephone company, yesterday"1 
by Attorney Stanley Moore in the suit ' 
brought by Joanna Horlon against th^ 
Sunset Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany for $27.800 damages for the death 
of her husband. 
Attorneys Moore and'Langan & Langan. 
for Mrs. Horton. claim that gross care- 
lessness and poor construction, amounting 
to negligence, was shown by the com- 
pany, and that it is responsible for the 
death of Horton, who unwittingly took 
hold of the telephone wires, which wer^ 
string down the side or his house with- 
out insulation to within a short distance 
of the ground. 
Otey this morning testified that wires 
running parallel wtih one anothfir a short 
distance apart on poles would transmit 
electricity froim one to the other. 
At 
places, he testified, the wires leading to 
the Horton house are but two feet away 
from the electric wires. He also gave i: 
as his belief that insulation of wires had 
little or no effect on the induction of 
electricity by wires so strung. 
Moore kept at him for some time cm 
this proposition and finally got him to ad- 
mit that, so far as he ---new. while insu- 
lation was for the purpose of protecting 
a, wire, that, nevertheless, the wire would 
pick up electricity, and he did not believe 
that insubtion would stop it. 
It is expected fc t the case for Mrs. 
Horton will all be in by this evening, 
when Attorneys M. C. Chapman, George 
E. De Golia and B. S. Pillsbury will make 
the defense for the telephone company. 
The theory of the attorneys for Mrs. 
Horton is that the wire leading to the 


Horton home had been carelessly strung 
and in such close proximity 
.vith the 
heavy wires that by induction or in some 
other manner the telephone wire becaxie 
charged with sufficient electricity to kill 
a man. The questioning of the witnesses 
for the plaintiff all tend to this direction, 
and it is their effort to establish the re- 
sponsibility of the company for the rleath 
of Horton in this manner. 
Just how the Horton wire becamtt 
charged, according to Attorney Moore, is 
not known and In all probability will not 
be brought out in the trial of the case, 
"for," said he, "as soon as the accident 
happened the telephone company took their 
lines- down and had them restrung, ana 
it Is not in the power of the plaintiff in 
this action to show more than general 
carelessness on the part of the company. 
In an argument this morning between 
At( rneys Moore and De Goiia ov.er ths 
point of caution the latter stated to the 
court that it was not the ide? uf the de- 
fense that it had to exercise more than 
an ordinary care, and he objected to 
Moore making uie statement that the ut- 
most caution should be required of thfl 
company. 
To this Moore agreed, and 
stated that he would not ask for an in - 
struction from' the court to the effect that 
more than ordinary care could be ex- 
pected of the telephone company. Ho, 
however, did claim that this had not been 
done and then put the direct question to 


"Do you think that stringing wires 
along within two feet of heavily charged 
electric wires, carrying from 10,000 to 15,- 
000 volts of electricity, and bring them 
down the side of a house, as was done at 
the Horton home, to within a short dis- 
tance of the ground, was using ordinary 
care and showing proper construction?" 
Otey answered that under the circum- 
stances he did. and at this point the court 
took an adjournment for the noon hour.

of the Monroe doctrine that are in- 
volved.

An Ancient Delusion Exploded 


It has long been accepted as axiomatic by Western nations that 


meat-eating people are more virile and sanguinary than vegetar- 
ians. It has been broadly assumed that meat-eaters are hardier and 
more robust and fiercer fighters than people who cling to a vegetable 
diet. 
Until recently no European military authority would have 


believed that vegetarians would, in a supreme test, exhibit greater 
powers of endurance, higher mental organism, more persistency and 
superior fighting spirit than a race of meat-eaters. 


But the Manchurian war has dispelled more than one cherished 


belief. .The tradition that the Asiatic is inferior to the European as 
a fighting man has been rudely destroyed. A delusion that has ex- 
isted since Alexander's clay has been dissipated in a twelve-month. 
The fiction that the meat-eater is the master in war of the vegetar- 
ian has likewise been exploded. The meat-eating Russian is no match 
for the vegetable-eating Japanese. 


It is quite true that the Russians eat vegetables as well as meat 


and equally true that the Japanese eat meat as well as vegetables; but 
the fact remains that the Japanese a,re practically a nation of vege- 
tarians. Their country is not a meat-producing one, and the people 
seem to prefer a vegetable diet to one composed of meat. 
On the 


other hand, the Russian is a voracious meat-eater. He eats vege- 
tr.bles from necessity, not from choice. He eats meat whenever he 
can get it, whereas the Japanese eat meat sparingly at all times, and 
eat vegetables from choice. 


There is a lesson in the fact that the vegetarian Asiatic has beat- 


en the flesh-eating European in one of the bloodiest and fiercest wars 
of history. 
Many causes, doubt'ess, have contributed to the result, 


but it is none the less significant that two propositions hitherto ac- 
cepted as true beyond cavil h?.vc been utterly overthrown. A fancied 
superiority of twenty-five centuries standing- has been pricked like 
a bubble by the sharp point of concrete demonstration. It may yet 
become fashionable in the capitals of Europe to cat rice and drink 
sake. 


The imports of coffee for 1904, including the amounts that came 


frdra^Porto Rico and Hawaii, reached the grand total of 1,116,922,561 
pound's. -A duty of two cents a pound would yield a yearly revenue of 
over 820,000,000. But already the Democrats are raising the cry that 
the Republicans intend to tax the poor man's breakfast coffee and a 
strong popular objection is likely to develop. Yet a duty on coffee 
is in perfect hrrmony \\ith the Democratic doctrine of a tariff for reve- 
nue only. The basic idea of this doctrine is that the sole object of 
levying tariff duties is to collect revenue. However, the Democrats 
were never tenacious of principle and have made little pretense of 
consistency, but they can be counted on to oppose whatever the 
Republicans suggest. 


Protection in New England 


A committee of the Massachusetts Legislature has solemnly re- 


solved in favor of freer trade relations, i. e., reciprocity, with Canada 
and Newfoundland "without sacrificing the principle of protection." 
This reminds one of the popular jingle of a generation ago: 


'' 'Oh, mother, may I go out to swim?' 


Yes my darling daughter; 


liang your clothes on a hickory limb, 


But don't go near the water.' " 


Demanding reciprocity without sacrificing the principle of pro- 


tection is a good deal like preaching Atheism without abandoning the 
doctrines of Christianity. What-these Massachusetts statesmen warn 
is a tariff law that will give them all the protection they want and 
free trade \\here it \\ill benefit them. They don't care anything about 
the remainder of the country. Their idea of protection is a tariff poli- 
cy devised solely in the interest of New England. They want heavy 
duties levied on cloth, shoes, tools, machinery and other products 
iianufactured in New England, and hides, hardwoods, coal, iron ore 
and other raw materials admitted free of tax. This would be a fine 
arrangement for New England, but how would it \\ork in other parts 
of the country? The Massachusetts program would break the whole 
policy of protection clown in no time. The tariff cannot be treated 
as a local issue, despite the assertion of General Hancock. 


The Mahommedan skciks are deeply incensed and aggrieved over 


the construction of a railroad from Damascus to Mecca because it will 
interfere with the plunder by these loyal followers of the prophet of 
the pilgrim caravans to the tomb of Mahommed. They believe rob- 
bery of the faithful should be confined to true believers. This idea, 
however, is not of Mohammedan origin. 


Civic Decency in Sacramento. 


Civic decency ha? made a notable advance in Sacramento of late 


years, but the Capital city needs to do considerable more purifying 
before its inhabitants can afford to boast of their public virtue. 


Recently an ordinance prohibiting- tne maintenance of dance halls 


within the city limits \\as tabled in the Board of Trustees. 
It is un- 


officially stated that this action was laken to clear the way for the in- 
troduction of another ordinance better adapted to the end sought to 
be attained, but no such purpose was outlined when the ordinance 
was summarily killed. It is to be hoped, however, that the explana- 
tion is correct and that the tabling was not a device to burk the ord- 
inance without making it the subject of debate. On a motion to 
table the subject matter of the question to be disposed of is not de- 
batable, hence tabling is a favorite expedient for getting rid of trou- 
blesome measures \\ithout having' them run the gauntlet of free dis- 
cussion. 


The combination of grog shop and c!?nce hall is about as bad a 


social ulcer as can be imagined. As a corrupting agency 
for 
the 


youth of both sexes it has no superior. 
In fact, it is a hot-bed of 


moral and physical disease, because it propagates the lowest forms 
of vice and breeds crime as carrion does vermin. It is impossible 
for the lowest form of the liquor traffic to be joined in commercial 
alliance with leud women and their male agents without creating 
a condition of rottenness ineffably disgusting and debasing. 


There are two or three resorts of this character in Sacramento 


notorious throughout the State for brutality and vice. 
They are 


kept by ruffians of the lowest type and are frequented by the worst 
elements of the city—thieves, prostitutes, blacklegs and blackguards 
of every degree. Woe to the \\eak woman enticed into these dens! 
She is thrust into the bottomless pit of degradation with nothing to 
break- her fall. 
The youth or the countrymen inveigled into the 


haunts is stripped of his money and self-respect and made a boon 
comp?.nion of the offal of humanity. 
The pleasures and the liquors 


with which he is served are alike poisoned. 


These horrible places have long existed in Sacramento. Their 


character is known to young and old; their corrupting influence is 
recognized by all classes; the evil report they give the city well un- 
derstood. 
Hence it is extraordinary to find some occult influence 


working in the Board of Trustees for their protection and perpetua- 
tion. Sacramento has suppressed public gambling, but public gamb- 
ling, bad as it is, is not one-quarter so corrupting, debasing and 
demoralizing as the infamous dance halls maintained in the lower 
part of the city. The existence of these places has a special interest 
to all Californians, because Sacramento is the capital of the State and 


is therefore in a sense amendable to public opinion elsewhere.

fight for decency there should be urged on by good citizens in every | 
part of the commonwealth.

"Of course, .1 married them, after as-

OLSON BROTHERS AND GEORGE 


L. FISH ARE BROUGHT 


INTO COURT. . 


SAN FRANCISCO, March . 31.—Fraud 


and conspiracy are charged against the 
bankrupt grocery firms known as Olson 
Bros, of Oakland and the Olson Com- 
pany. Fred L. Hilmer, George L. Pish and 
the City and County Bank in a suit filed 
yesterday by Harris Bros. & .Co., alleged 
creditors of the defunct firm, in the sum 
of 58640.11. Henry, J. M. and. Nelson I1. 
Olson, stockholders. in the corporations 
named, are joined as the principal defend- 
ants. 
After reciting the facts surrounding the 
assignment of the. firms at a meeting: of 
creditors called by. the Board of Tra,de, 
the plaintiffs go on to say that in Janu- 
ary last the defendants named met and 
conspired to defraud the creditors of the 
firm named. In furtherance of their con- 
spiracy the City and County Bank, hold- 
ing a claim of $SQOO against the bankrupts, 
took over the leases of the premises oc- 
cupied by the stores of the bankrupts anil 
made claim that it held the same as secur- 
ity for the payment of the sum due il. 
As a matter of fact, the plaintiffs aUece, 
the City and County Bank never held tha 
leases as security until the. same were 
turned over to it at the time of the meet- 
ing referred to. The leases are said to 
be worth 510,000. 
Following this act it is alleged that the 
bankrupt firms transferred to George L. 
Fish all of their assets for a considera- 
tion of ?50,000. claiming they -had sold 
the same to Fish outright and would di- 
vide the proceeds among the creditors. 
The assets, plaintiffs claim, are worth 
190,000, and the S50.000 paid over by Fish 
was only in the nature of a loan, it being 
understood that he was to continue the 
business of the corporations for one year 
and at the end of that time the O'lson 
brothers were to have the right to again 
take possession upon the repayment of 
the sum loaned. 
It is alleged further that -Hilmer and 
the City and County Bank -were mem- 
bers of the creditors' committee, and as 
such had special opportunity to carry out 
the conspiracy, and that Nelson P. Olson 
was paid '$2000 and J. M. Olson $1000 to 
secure their consent to the scheme. 
In conclusion the plaintiffs ask that ths 
court decree^that Hilmer holds the assets 
of the firms in "trust for the benefit of. the 
creditors and, this. done, -that -he be re- 
moved and some fit person appointed to 
succeed him; that the .court decree the 
alleged sale to Fish to be null and void 
and that the leases of the stores be placed 
among the assets and declared not to be 
held as security by the City and County 
Bank.-
